BAYARD'S DISUNION RECORD.

We 
republish the speech in another column. At 
the time this Convention was held, and Mr. 
Bayard ‘delivered his Speech, there was no 
longer ahy question of compromise on a 
Union basis. Eleven Southern States had 
seceded and formed a new Confederacy. The 
first guns of the War had been fired. Presi- 
dent Lincoln had called for the three-years’ 
volunteers. Tie armies were virtually ar- 
rayed against each other,—the patriots on 
one side, the Rebels on the other. The only 
alternative was to acknowledge the right of 
Secession claimed by the Southern States 
and assent to the dissolution of the Union, 
or to resist the attempt to break down the 

vernment and defend the Union by force of 
arms. The present Senator Bayard’s father 
then represented the State of Delaware in 
the United States Senate, and had taken 
strong ground against “ coercing” theiseced- 
ed States to return to their allegianve. A 
meeting had been held in which the Union 
men of the State had condemned the elder 


opposed the voting of salaries to any mem- } Bayard’s course, and called upon him to re- 


sign because he misrepresented the people of 
Delaware. The Peace Convention“ at er 
was called to give expression to the disu 
sentiment in the State. Resolutions were 
adopted at this Convention demanding the 
acknowledgment of the independence of the 
Confederate States,” approving the course of 
Senator Bayard, denouncing the call for his 
resignation as a menace, and advising him 
to treat it with “the scorn and contempt 
which it merits from every honorable 
man.” Not a word of veneration for 
the Union was uttered at this Con- 
vention, but Lincoln was denounced 
as a perjurer,“ a traitor,“ and a “despot,” 
and hearty cheers. were given for Jeff Davis 
and the Confederate States. It was at this 
gathering where Thomas F. Bayard, the 
present Senator from Delaware, made the 
speech which we reproduce elsewhere. 

Mr. Bayard understood as clearly as any 
man the issue he was discussing. He stated 
plainly in his speech that but two alterna- 
tives presented themselves,” which he formu- 
lated in the following language: “Shall we 
make war upon and subjugate this new Con- 
tederacy, or shall we peacefully treat with 
them and consent to their self-government ?” 
He advocated the latter course in the strong- 
est terms he could command, and denounced 
the former course as unconstitutional, cruel, 
and destined to certain failure. He 
maintained that “a reign of terror“ 
had been established in the North to 
secure devotion to the Union. He de 
nounced the insolence and oppression” of 
encamping Union troops, “ not of our State,” 
upon the peaceful soil” of Delaware. He 
characterized the Union papers of the North 
as “a profligate and lawless press, and the 
Union papers of the South as “equally 
Shameless and corrupt.“ He pointed to

He condemned the “caprice or 
tyranny of our temporary rulers,” and de- 
nounced the war measures of the Govern- 
mentas “simple usurpations, not only with- 
out color of law, but against express rights.“ 
He manifested throughout the entire speech 
the most lively sympathy with Secession, and 
intimated in more than one sentence that he

AN EXCLUSIVE GOLD CURRENCY. - 

The newspapers which advocate the de- 
mapetization of greenbacks and of silver 
urge that policy with what must seem to an 
impartial observer to be extraordinary blind- 
ness. The New York Times, in a recent 
number, calls attention to the fact that, while 
there is no falling off in our exports, the vol- 
ume and value of our imports have so in- 
creased as to threaten the destruction of the 
balance of trade which has been for some 
years in our favor.

The greenbacks, whether 
allowed to retain their legal-tender quality 
or not, will remain- to be redeemed all the 
same, and we know of no more certain ex- 
pedient to force them upon the Treasury for 
redemption than te deprive them of their 
legal-tender quality. Once deprived of that 
quality, they would of necessity be presented 
at the Treasury for redemption in gold, 
which then would be, practically, the only 
debt-paying currency of the country. 
How this would arrest the departure 
of gold to pay foreign balances is not so 
clear, Nene the proceeding should so para- 
lyze business that importations would cease 
and we would avoid adverse balances by sus- 
pending importations. The demand for gold 
forexportin nowise depends upon the fact 
that the legal-tender money of, this eountry 
is gold, or silver, or paper, if/ttlese be con- 
vertible on demand, If thefe be an adverse 
balance we will have to pay it in coin, 
whether we have greenbacks or not.

that such results as these are desired by the 


country or are advisable as a Nationa! policy. 
The country does ndt wish the Gold-Room ” 
to be re&stablished in New York, nor does it 
wish to see the value of labor and of its prod- 
ucts diminished by a famine in the only 
money recognized by law. The country has 
had a terrible and costly experience of an in- 
flated and depreciated currency. It has no de- 
sire for the contrary, but none the less crush- 
ing, experience of such a scarcity of debt-pay- 


ing money as to amount to confiscation. The 


people of the Union are not dispesed to enter 
wantonly and causelesly upon the experiment 
of having but one form of legal money, and 
that the scarcest of all others. There is nota 
commercial nation in Europe which limits its 
legaletender or debt-paying money to gold. 
No ration of any magnitude could maintain 
its solvency and exclude all other forms of 
legal meney. Its gold must be supplemented 
by a sufficiency of legal-tender silver or of 
legal-tender paper, the latter convertible on 
demand. If there be no legal-tender money 
other than gold, then that gold will of neces- 
sity be hoarded and drop out of circulation as 
currency. 

Will the New York Times explain how the 
flight of gold to pay adverse foreign balances 
will be arrested by taking from the green- 
backs their legal-fender quality? If the 
theory be that the Government cannot main- 
tain specie-payments without retiring the 
greenbacks, then it must reston the ground 
that the credit of the United States is not 
equal to the sale of a 4 or 4 or even a5 per 
cent bond; for it is only on a failure of the 
public credit that the Government can be 
forced to suspend specie-payments. 


ANOTHER GREAT WORK FINISHED. 
The conipletion of the work of perforating 
Mount St. Gothard, as announced by the 


foreign dispatches, signalizes the success of « 


another great scientific feat of engineering 
skill, The tunneling of this mountain was 
the outgrowth of the success which attended 
the tunneling of Mont Cenis. The one 
made the other not only possible, but easily 
practicable, as the contractor had not only 
the experiences of the French tunnel to 
guide him, but in this age of rapid scientific 
invention improved drilling machinery to 
work with, so that in less time by over five 
years than was consumed at Mont Cenis he 
has bored the longest tunnel in the world 
and at much less expense than attended the 
Mont Cenis or Hoosac. A comparison be- 
tween these three tunnels shows that the 
Mont Cenis, length eight miles, cost $15,000,- 
000 and was thirteen years in building. The 
Hoosac tunnel, only four and three-fourths 
miles long, cost $18,000,000 and was eleven 
years in building; while the St. Gothard, 
nine and a quarter miles long, has been 
bored in seven and a half years and cost 

The St. Gothard route was originally 
adopted because it commences in the very 
heart of Switzerland, and, after piercing the 
mountains, terminates at the Maggiore and 
Lugano Lakes, where it will make direct 
connection with the Italian lines and Genoa. 
It was projected by the German, Swiss, and 
Italian Governments, which in 1871 con- 
cluded a treaty determining all the data re- 
lating to the construction, route, and connec- 
tions, and the three Powers agreed to con- 
tribute the following amounts: Italy, $9,000,- 
000; Switzerland, $4,000,000; and Germany, 
$4,000,000,—the total cost of the whole. route 
being $45,000,000, of which the tunnel con- 
sumes $9,700,000, The Company was organ- 
ized in the spring of 1872, and M. Favre was 
the successful bidder for the contract. The 
plans and preparations were speedily com- 
pleted, and the work commenced in the fall 
of the same year, and has been pushed 
through to completion with reinakable rapid- 
ity and success, With regard to the con- 
struction of the tunnel, the New York 


Times, in an article describing it, says: 

The engineer possessed several advan 
over the engineer of the Mont Cenis line. 
had the experience of at work as 
guide; improved and tested machinery from the 
start, whereas machinery was not employed in 
the Mont Cenis at all until the fifth year of the 
construction; and the, use of dynamite and 
other explosives eae known until the Mont Cenis 
was far advanced. It was possible, moreover, 
to sink a considerable number of shafts along 
the line of the St. Gothard in case it became 
necessary, but the occasion did not arise. Very 
little hard labor was employed; almost 
none after the first two years. The 
Dubois-Francois perforators were first used, 
making an average advance of 6.63 lineal feet 
per day. 228 were succeeded by Ferroux 
and the dail ance was inoreased to 10.1 
feet. Then 1 — —— of two or three in- 
ventors were placed and worked together on 
the same carriage to test their capacity. By 
this means the utmost of advance possible was 
secured, and experimental results were ob- 
tained which will be of great value in further 
enterprises of tunneling. it is estimated that 
revetement was nécess for about one-half 
the length of the tunnel. The difficulties in the 
way of caving and of water-irruptions were 
much greater than were met with in the prose- 
— of work on the Mont Cenis route, which 

ae reat free from springs. Up to Jan. 1. 
heading of the St. Gothard, which was 
A. at the top about eight feet square, had 
been carried 16,238 feet, and it was then pre- 
dicted that the tunnel would be completed in the 
summer of 1879. 

Apart from the great success which has at- 
tended this work as an illustration. of the 
wonderful engineering skill of our time, it 
must be considered in a commercial and po- 
litical way as the most important interna- 
tional work that has yet been projected upon 
the Contiynt and its influences upon the re- 
lations of the European Powers in the future 
must be very far-r@aching. Prior to the con- 
struction of the Mont Cenis tunnel the trade 
and travel between Italy and Northern and 
Northwestern Europe were monopolized by 
the passes, all of which spanned the Alps be- 
tween Switzerland and Italy. The comple- 
tion of the Mont Cenis tunnel, how- 
ever, was a blow to this monopoly 
and a commercial disaster to Italy 
and Switzerland, the effects of which 
were so speedily realized that those two Gov- 
ernments at once set about the negotiations 
that have resulted in the Gothard tunnel, and 
that have now placed Italy in direct connec- 
tion with Switzerland, Germany, Northwest- 
ern France, and in fact with all Northern 
and Western Europe, by aline which runs 
through the heart of Switzerland into the 
very heart of Germany, and is the most 
direct route from the valley of the Rhine to 
the Mediterranean Sea. The immense com

‘THE PAPERMAKERS’ MEETING. 
Some dozen or more representatives of 
paper-mills met at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
on Tuesday for the purpose of again advanc- 


nounce another advance in the price of paper 
at present, as it might havea bad effect on 
the protest to Congress against relieving the 
years: of the onerous duty on print. 

The Association complain of the tax paper- 
makers have to pay on soda-ash and other 
taxed articles which they use in the manu- 
facture of their goods, but they peremptorily 
refused to join the publishers in asking Con- 
gress to remove ‘such burdensome and inju- 
rious impositions. Why did they refuse? 
They have not told the réason. 

The Association complain that wood pulp has 
been advanced in price on them by the patent 
monopoly owned in part by Russell of Mas- 
sachusetts and Miller of New York, members 
of Congress, and if the papermakers import 
any wood pulp from Canada they are taxed 
20 per cent thereon. But they decline to 
join the publishers in. praying Congress to 
remove this 20 per cent tax on wood pulp. 
Why do they decline? If that tax were re- 
moved which yields no revenue they could 
purchase Canadian pulp 20 per cent cheaper 
than it now costs them, and thereby be able 
to manufacture and sell paper some two 
cents a pound cheaper than they are doing. 
They would only have to pérehase a com- 
paratively little Canadian wool pulp to 
break down the patent monopoly prices 
established by Russell, Miller & Co., 
members of Congress. But the Northwest- 
ern Paper-Making Association refused to 
lift a finger or utter a word in behalf of 
cheaper chemicals or cheaper stock, but de- 
vote their protest to whining about the rise 
in rags” and paper-stock, and the tough 
times they had passed through before the 
“boom” struck them. The general system 
of protection,“ they all sang in chorus, was 
too sacred a thing to be touched, and must 
be defended at all hazards by all protected 
interests. To this end they propose to send 
a lobby to Washington with their protest to 
influence members against granting the pub- 
lishers any relief. They insist on maintain- 
ing the 20 per cent tax on publishers, and are | 
willing to let the patent pulp factories charge 
them 20 per cent extra for “stock,” as they 
can add it in the cost of paper and make the 
publishers pay it. They don’t want the 
duty on chemicals repealed, as that 
would remove one of their pretexts 
for exacting high prices fof print-paper. 
It never occurs to these gentlemen that pub- 
lishers have no “ protection.” They are not 
beneficiaries in the system of robbery that vari- 
ous interests have set up, but simply sub- 


duced Congress to impose a heavy tax on 
publishers to enable them to ge one- 
third more than their type is worth. The 
publisher¥have submitted to be thus fleeced, 

and have worked“ to return the members 
of Congress who were guilty of the swindle 
upon them, or guilty of keeping it on them. 

They have also worked“ to reélect the 
members who imposed and who retain the 
tax on paper on them. This Congress will 
probably adjourn with that rascally tax un- 
repealed, and the honorable gents who will

FORFEITED BONDS, 


THE STATES ATTORNEY EXPLAINS. 

Tux Tarsune of Sunday last contained an ar- 
ticle showing, from an examination of the rec- 
ords, that since the fire no less than $193,000 
worth of bonds had been defaulted in the Crim- 
inal Court. The names of some of the best 
known of these defaulters were given, and the 
pertinent inquiry was made why the State's At- 
torney did not clamp down on them. The same 
inquiry was verbally addressed to Mr. Mills yes- 
terday by a reporter, and the explanation given 
was as follows: 

»The list referred to reaches back over nearly 
nine years, and, of course, I am not answerable 
for the larger half of that term. Few of these 
bonds werejaken in the Criminal Court at all. 
They emanate from Justices of the Peace and 
Police > Justices, who in bygone times were b 
no means particular. Iam happy to say that o 
late there has been a decided improvement in 
this regard, although even yet the necessity of 

uiring all bondsmon to schedule has not been 
sulliciently impressed on the Magistrates. 

Could not something be done towards 
ing those now on the books?“
